~ Research And Progress 


DURING THE WAR GREAT PROGRESS was made through scientific 
research. Because of the fact that almost from the beginning, it was real- 
ized that weapons developed both for offéhse and defence were likely to be 
the decisive factor in the winning of the war, unprecedented resources in 
personnel and money were allocated to scientific work. The development 
of the atom bomb, which ended the war, proved the inestimable value of 
this work to the United Nations. The magnitude of the results obtained 
when great sums of money and large staffs of trained workers were made 
available for research has caused the public to question why stch results 
cannot be continued in time of peace, in medical, industrial and agricultural 
research where there are so many problems, the solution of which would 
add greatly to the comfort and prosperity of mankind, While they may 
not be as urgent as the problems of war, there is little doubt as to their 


importance to our social and economic progress, 
* * * * * 


Research Board recommended that one per cent, of 
Interest Here the national income should be spent for research. 

In that country such an expenditure would amount 
to $200,000,000. The Board called the development of research work “a 
major factor in national survival’ and based the great need on the facts 
that normal sources of scientific knowledge in Europe have been “dried up” 
and that it is most important that a new generation of scientists should be 
produced on this continent “who will think boldly and daringly.” The re- 
port suggested that 44 per cent. of the available money should be spent on 
non-military research, 14 per cent. for medical research and 22 per cent, for 
military purposes. Since Canada has been closely associated with the Unit- 
ed States in the field of scientific research this report, although presented 


to the American government, should be of interest to Canadians,

research here «vould amount to approximately $100,-

work. In Canada considerable research is done by the National Research 
Council, the universities and private industries. 
no large concentrated efforts such as those which proved so effective during 
the war. Most people agree as to the urgency of solving many of the pres- 
ent problems in medicine. Methods of curing or preventing cancer, polio- 
myelitis and other diseases which yearly cost the country so much in human 
suffering and in money, cannot be found too soon, yet resources are not 
available to bring about rapid solutions to these problems, In industry and 
in agriculture there are likewise great needs for improvements which could 
be brought about through scientific research. If it is, indeed, “a major 
factor in national survival’ as the United States scientists suggest, Can- 
adians should encourage any efforts which may be made to further such 
work in this country.

‘Tests Being 
Made To 
Forecast Crop 


If Successful Will Save 
Thousands Of Dollars 
To The Prairie Farmers 


SWIFT CURRENT, Sask.—Experi- 
ments in crop forecasting now under 
way at the Dominion experimental 
farm here may take much of the risk 
from one of agriculture’s riskiest | 
propositions—prairie wheat farming. 

If successful, experiments super- 
vised by Dr. J. L. Doughty, chief of 
the farm’s soil laboratory, will help 
farmer's discover if there is enough 
moisture in the soil at seeding time 
to give them a fighting chance of 
harvesting a crop and will save thou- 
sands of dollars worth of seed, liter- 
ally wasted every year on land that 
is too dry to produce wheat in com- 
mercial quantities, 

Soil experts here point out that an 
annual average rainfall in the brown- 
soil zone of Saskatchewan compris- 
ing the vast southwest corner of the 
province—is insufficient for even an 
average crop and the deficiency must 
be made up from moisture retained 
fin the soil. But unless the land con- 
| tains enough moisture—roughly the 
| equivalent of three inches of rain— 
| the farmer’s chances of a crop are 
slim. 

Dr. Doughty said that 10 years or 
more may be needed to complete 
tests being carried on here and at 
experimental substations. But records 
garnered during the last eight years 
have established that throughout the 
brown-soil belt, approximately 10% 
inches of rain are needed annually 
for a crop yield averaging 14 bushels 
| per acre. 
| But average rainfall in the area 
during the three-month growing sea- 
son is a scant seven inches, and in 
|three of five years falls below this

Tests show, however, this short- 
coming can be overcome by carefully 
| utilizing soil moisture, by permitting 
land to lie fallow so rain and melting 
snow can seep into the earth to be 
stored until needed. But experts 
lstress that long-term cultivation is 
only possible if land is fallowed often 
{enough to let it hoard moisture. 

Current boom wheat prices. tempt | 
many farmers to overwork their land 
instead of allowing it to replenish its 
|moisture holdings. Others reseed 
| crop in an effort to regain their loss- 
es. In both cases, experts say, they 
have little chance of success. 

By measuring the soil’s moisture 
| content after a harvest and in the 
spring, and by comparing the recults 
for different types of land, so'l re- 
searchers hope to accumulate en-ugh 
data to permit accurate prccictions 
of crop yields. 

When the farmer has this I:ncwl- 
edge, they say, he will be well cn the 
road to a solution of his bicrest 
problem—drought.

STUDIES IN SOIL EROSION PROVING PRESENT 
FARMING METHODS NOT CAUSING DAMAGE 


The Dominion Experimental Station at Swift Current in addition to its 
usual work, has made also during the past 20 years or so, some remarkable 
investigations into the use of moisture by the wheat plant, reports H. G. L. 
Strange, research director of Searle Grain Co. Ltd. First under the direc- 
tion of the late Sydney Barnes and now under the direction of the scientist 
Dr. J. L. Doughty, some quite unexpected and unlooked for results have 
been found, 

One of these announced by Dr. Doughty recently at Lethbridge at the 
meeting of the Agricultural Institute, surprised most people. It was to the 
effect that the present system of farming on these prairies is not causing, 
as some people think, a rapid deterioration of the soil. In other words, it 
would appear that if water erosion and wind erosion can be controlled, that 
we can go on growing wheat and grains on these prairies for long, long 
periods of time without suffering from decline in yield per acre, 

This is a comforting thing to know, because so many people think that 
the so-called prairie “wheat-miners” are rapidly exhausting the fertility of 
the soil and that in a few years these prairies will not be able to grow any 
more grain. So the so-called ‘wheat-miner”’, it appears, can be absolved 


from blame.—Canadian Finance.

The Salvation Army Home Front 
Appeal was started in Gleichen Mun- 
day morning with Mrs, Major Rea 
and an assistant making the rounds 
of the various places in town. 


The pungent odor of burning leaves 
is part of the fall pageant with the 
acrid aroma seemingly the very 
spirit of autumn in Gleichen at the 
present time, Nevertheless it is 
a highly wasteful provedure. For as 
the leaves go up in smoke, there 0 
valuable soi] nutrients. In the course 
of nature these food elements would 
return to the soil to retain its fertil- 
ity. But continued gathering and 
destruction of leaves robs the earth 
and exhausts its fertility. 

The dark brown crumbly material 
known as humus, so essenial to rich 
soil, is formed (hy the action of 
micro-organisms upon plant and an- 
imal residues, In its natura] state 
humus is manufactured constantly 
by the elements of decay, But a thick 
mass of Jeaves over tile lawn smoth- 
ers out the grass, To achieve the 
greatest benefit, therefore, they 
must be gathered and composted, 

Toronto collects more than 8,000 
truckloads of leaves from its strects 
each autumn, ‘They are then dumped 
into ravines, In the spring Toronto 
gardeners hasten to remove them 
in a half rotted condition. They 
prize the leaf mold even if the leaf 
burning citizens do not. 

Variety in the raw materjals im- 
proves the compost, All garden 
stalks and lawn cuttings should he 
thrown in, and fine cinders and sod 
improves the texture of the pile. 
Nitrogen compounds like ammonium 
sulphate pnd calcium are most often 
used to hasten fementapion. The
